States to respond positively with contributions. 

In the absence of objection, I shall assume that 
the Security Council agrees that I should send the reply 
as drafted to the Secretary-General. 

It is so decided. 

The reply will be issued as a document of the 
Council under the symbol S/2004/765. 

The Security Council has thus concluded the 
present stage of its consideration of the item on its 
agenda.
